The Disease Becomes Epidemic in New 
York and Brooklyn. 


It Also Appears In Chicago and Sev- 
eral Other Eastern Cities. 


Senator Ingalis Attacked with the 
Disorder—A Prominent Physician's 
Account of the Russian 
Scourge. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Paris, Dec. 27.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] A large number of deaths 
have resulted from intiuenza in this city, 
exciting the gravest apprehension. It was 
reported this morning that 580 deaths from 
the disease had occurred within 24 hours. 
The papers print the report, but some doubt 
the figures, claiming they are too high. 

The number of deaths in the city from all 
causes on Christmas day was 518. For sev-- 
eral years past the regular averaye has beeu 
200 for that day. Fully one-third of the 
populace is prostrated. The editor of the 
Moniteur Univirscl and three soldiers died 
today. 

Sr. Petrersnura, Dec. °7.—The Czar is 
making favorable progress toward recovery 
from the influenza. He has never been in a 
critical condition, and no fears have been 
feit as to the outcome of his Illness. 
Vienna, Dec. 27.~—The hospitals of this 
city are crowded with pafients suffering 
from influenza accompanied by intlamma- 
tion of the lungs, pleurisy and bronchitis. 
Over 100 cases exist in Prague. 

There have been several deaths from 
diseases that began with influenza. 

* Baron Kremers, the orientalist, died to- 
day trom the — of influenza. 

BERLIN, 27.—For some days t 
there have — afew sporadic cases ot in- 
fluenza at Königsberg. but the diséase bas 
now become epidemic and some of the cases 
are of the most serlous nature. 

Influenza is increasing throughout Ger- 
many. It has cr * operations in me 
ship- uilding yards in Flensburg, Kiel and 
Dantzic. In cases where the disease is 
slighted or not treated, it engenders ee 
nary disorders. The ‘doctors say that the 
climax is passed in this city, and that the 
disease is on the wane.

QUIET AT JESUP. 


The Whites in Possession—Negrocs 
Hunted by Hounds. 
New York, Dec. 27.—[By the Asso 
ciated Press.] A Jesup (Ga.) special says: 
Quiet reigns here. The last of the volun- 
teer military has been withdrawn and the 
town is in charge of the civil authorities, 
who have complete control. No bodies 
have been found since yesterday morning, 
and the victims number only six, three 
whites and three biacks. At no time was 
the affair ariot. In its inception’ a half- 
breed negro Indian, Bob Brewer, defied ar- 
rest, killed two whites and wounded a 
third. Mayor Hopp’s call for troops was 
unnecessary and aggravated the situation. 
The news spread throughout the country, 
and hundreds of irresponsivie parties 
flocked to town on trains from every direc- 
tion. The leading spirit in the outrages 
committed after dark on the negroes was a 
lightning-rod agent from Cincinnati. 
Jesup’s citizens were not connected with 
the whippings, and deplore the lawless acts, 
Brewer has four followers, all well armed. 
‘They may in retaliation kill some whites in 
the thinly-settled country, but will not dare 
to attack Jesup. They will themselves be 


killed eventually, as they are hunted by

J. Marion Brooks Thinks He Can 
Clear His Skirts. 

Carl Browne, who is under indictment 

for blackmail, telegraphed to J. Marion 

Brooks, his attorney, yesterday that he will

He 
was after Gorham, and the very fact that he 
published and illustiated all there was to 
gay about the connection of Williams with 
the Childs family shows he got no hush- 
money. Had Browne gone after the Childs 
family, he would never have Jet them down 
on the payment of a beggarly #100. He 
would have gone for $5000 or $10,000. No, 
sir; he is innocent of this, and I would stake 
my life that he did not receive a cent of tha 
money that was paid for the suppression 
of the article. He will be here as soon as 
he can reach the city, and the charges 
against him will bedismissed. I know that 
Browne never dreamed of such a thing as 
as money from the Childs family, for 

was after bigger game. He did not even 
see them and never dreamed ‘of such a 
thing as asking them for money. He 
thought so much of the story relating to 
Williams’s antics in society that he had it 
copyrighted, but if the case ever comes to 
trial 1 will hire Hazard’s Pavilion and try

In closing the speaker sald to the newly- 
created bishops: 1 do not believe you 
have exchanged your places as distinguished 
priests for those of obséure bishops. Do 
not sink into men of routine, mere officials. 
Do not sin. Do not become what our 
enemies falsely accuse our bishops of being, 
chief clerks in the Pope’s ecclesiastical em- 
ployment bureau.
